‘Asks Council to Demand 


Chinese Leave Korea 
— Hints U.S. Will 
Ignore Veto Threat.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Nov. 
28 (AP)—The United States today 
charged the Chinese Communists 
with “open and notorious” ag- 
gression in Korea. It declared the 
consequences were potentially 
grave and called on the United 
Nations and the world to face 
the facts squarely. 

In one of the most critical 
meetings in the history of the 
Security Council, Chief United 
States Delegate Warren R. Aus- 
tin spoke directly to the repre- 
sentative of Red China, Wu Hsui- 
chuan, who sat at the Council 
table as an invited guest. 

Wu, addressing the Council 
later in the day, declared he 
would not discuss the situation in 
Korea.

BRITON SAYS GEN. M'ARTHUR 
ASKED U.N. FOR PERMISSION 
TO BOMB MANCHURIAN BASES 


LONDON, Nov. 28 (UP). 

EN. DOUGLAS MacAR- 

THUR asked the United 

Nations on Oct. 12 for per- 
mission to bomb Manchurian 
bases, an authoritative British 
source said today. 

The spokesman said MacAr- 
thur was expected to make the 
request again in a bid to halt 
the Chinese Communist offen- 
sive in North Korea. 

He said Britain will oppose 
any such suggestion as it had 
opposed it in October. He said 
he believed the vast majority 
of U.N. members would stand 
alongside Britain against any 
move that might bring full- 
scale war with. China.

The first indication of battle 
came Saturday when observation 
pilots spotted a large buildup of 
Red troops moving southeast of 
Unsan. One pilot reported “they 
were swarming all over the 
place.” 

At the same time, the task 
force spearheading the United 
States Twenty-fifth Division’s 
push toward Unsan hit a strong 
enemy position about four miles 
southeast of the town.

Night of Slaughter as Chinese Reds 
Trap Battalion. Against Icy River 


Americans Leave Many Wounded, Mortars 
and Machine Guns, and Narrowly 
Escape Annihilation.

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
SECOND DIVISION IN KOREA, 
Nov. 27 (delayed)—Troops under 
Battalion Commander Maj. C.. V. 
(Butch) Barberis of Dover, N.., 
narrowly escaped annihilation 
early today when waves of Chi- 
nese Communists knocked them 
off a mountain north of Kujang 
and pinned them against the icy 
Chongchon river. . 

A Chinese bazooka team, armed 
with what might have been a 
captured American 3.5-inch ba- 
zooka, ambushed the survivors as 
they began fording the river on 
tanks and flak wagons (anti-air- 
craft guns on trailers). The lead 
tank was destroyed and set afire 
and the flames illuminated the 
rest of the column, making them 
easy targets for machine gunners. 

Many Wounded Left Behind. 

The result was a_ slaughter. 
Many wounded had to be left 
behind. 

It was as ghastly a night as the 
veteran troops had ever spent. 
Sgt. Howard Bozarth of Austin, 
Tex., who had been with the out- 


‘fit 11 years, said more horrors 
'were packed into a few hours 


than he had experienced in the 
eight dreadful days along the 
Naktong river in early September 
when the Reds nearly cracked the 
Pusen perimeter. 

Barberis, a calm, quiet- 
spoken officer whose father, Eligio 
Barberis of Dover, taught Italian, 
Spanish and Latin at Hunter Col- 
lege and Washington Irving High 
School in New York for 47 years 
until his recent retirement, told 
the story of the debacle.

Some of the 
walking wounded had to wade the 
icy stream, for there was room on 
the flak wagons only for the bad- 
ly wounded.

Although more than 10 organ- 
ized Chinese Red divisions are in 
Korea and reinforcements are be- 
lieved to have arrived, the Peip- 
ing government takes the attitude 
that all are “volunteers.” 


Soviet Bloc’s Press Jubilant Over 
U.S. Crisis in Korea. 

BERLIN, Nov. 28 (AP)—The 
Soviet bloc in Europe resounded 
today with assertions that. the 
United States has suffered a mili- 
tary catastrophe in North Korea. 

Russia’s official occupation 
newspaper in East Germany 
summed up the front-line news: 

“MacArthur's ‘great offensive’ 
ends in wild flight.” 

Communist editors and broad- 
casters throughout eastern Europe 
expressed jubilation. 

“The war in Korea will not end 
one day sooner or later than when 
the last American soldier is driv- 
en from Korean soil,” was one 
comment. 

Communist-controlled news 
agencies paraphrased Americah 
dispatches to report that a desper- 
ate retreat of United Nations 
forces was under way. 

They gave entire credit for a

Plan for the Future 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Looking back over the last few years, 
we can remember certain points of high 
tension over the Negro problem. First 
was the furor created when all Catho- 
lic schools opened on an integrated 
basis. Next was the near riot in the 
summer of 1949 when the swimming 
pools were first opened, and then the 
strained and uneasy atmosphere which 
permeated the city when the pools were 
opened under .a Federal court order. 
Much of this difficulty could have been 
avoided by proper planning using a 
realistic approach. 

At-the present time the N.A.A.C.P. is 
preparing a suit against the entire seg- 
regated school system in St. Louis. In 
light of the recent decisions by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
there is a very strong probability that 
the schools will be forced to open on 
an integrated basis. Here again will 
be presented another crisis situation 
and difficulty can be held to a mini- 
mum only by careful planning. 

The Mayor’s Council could play a 
very effeetive role. The Board of Edu- 
cation should initiate special courses in 
race relations for teachers and inter- 
ested students; an integrated teaching 
staff would be a very effective step. 

At the present time there is an ex- 
treme shortage of white substitute 
teachers for elementary grades. It 
would be a logical step to use the 
abundance of qualified Negro substi- 
tutes for these positions. It is hoped 
that the Board of Education will not 
wait until they are confronted with a 
situation before doing anything. 

Segregation is on its way out, through 
court decisions and through pressure 
of churches and other groups; instead 
of opposing this, the leaders of the 
community should plan to bring about 
a true status of equality.

National Emergency 


Although President Truman has not yet so 
declared, the United States is in a national 
emergency today. The reverses in Korea.are 
so serious that the full effects doubtless are not 
known even to the high commands in Tokyo and 
Washington. 

It is almost enough to know that at the height, 
thus far, of the gigantic Communist counter- 
offensive, Gen. MacArthur summoned his two 
top field commanders to Tokyo. Soldiers like 
Gen. Walker and Gen. Almond are trained to 
stay with their troops. We may be sure they 
Would never have left their men at such a time 
as this unless it was felt that the situation was 
so critical that a flying report from them was 
necessary. 

Declared or undeclared, admitted or not, the 
United Nations forees are at war in Northern 
Korea with the Red Chinese. , What the Admin- 
istration has sought most to avoid has come 
about and on not too limited a scale. The esti- 
mates now are that a quarter of a million Chi- 
nese Communist troops have been moved into 
the war area. Across the Yalu in Manchuria 
there are said to be a‘half million more. 


Against these vast forces, the U.N. had some 
110,000 combat men when Gen. MacArthur 
launched his drive last Friday to end the war. 

This numerical superiority over the side of 
freedom and democracy is terrific. But it is 
not only that the Red Chinese can throw in 
more troops at the end of short supply lines. 
These Communists are fresh. They have waited 
months for the opportunity to take up the fight- 
ing for which they have been trained. The 
U.N. forces, mostly Americans but including 
British, Australians and Turkish units, are weary 
after many weeks of battle. 

This grave condition calls for all-out effort— 
all-out effort in diplomacy as well as on the 
battlefield. If World War III is to be averted, 
the wisest and best moves that Washington and 
Lake Success can make will come none too soon. 

There is no time for longer delay in the appli- 
cation of the controls which are required to put 
this nation on a wartime basis. We cannot af- 
ford to have inflation dissipate in large part our 
defense efforts even before we make them. 

A national emergency exists. We may be sure 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff are well aware of it. 
And we venture the belief that the American 
people also know it. 

Can the President, his Cabinet and Congress 
be any less mindful of how seriously we and 
the rest of the free world are threatened by the 
grave losses in Korea? 
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Intelligence in Our Schools 


If there is one thing which, more than any 
other, can bring our troubled world a measure 
of stability and assurance, it is intelligence. 
After all, intelligence is the ability to examine 
an idea or a situation with an open mind and 
in the light of all possible information. It is the 
ability to discount one’s own bias, and to under- 
starid the position of others, with the object of 
reaching not mere agreement, but well-founded 
agreement. Almost any problem, from an inter- 
national crisis to a labor dispute, should yield 
to this process. 

So it is encouraging to hear that the National 
Council for the Social Studies under the chair- 
manship of Prof. Arch Troelstrup of Stephens 
College, Columbia, has formally stated that “if 
young people are to behave intelligently in con- 
troversial situations the schools must give them 
an abundance of opportunities to practice this 
type of behavior.” 

Pupils, the report goes on, must have the 
right to study significant issues. They must have 
access to all kinds of material bearing on the 
subject. They should be free to discuss it in 
an atmosphere devoid of prejudice. And they 
must be respected if they come to conclusions 
not always in accord with those of classmates or 
teachers. 

Obviously, Ahis means that teachers must have 
a measure of freedom, that they must not be 
subjected to pressure groups or used to propa- 
gandize what this group or that one, no matter 
how influential, considers to be orthodox.

Senator Taft is to be complimented on his 
efforts to acquaint the voters with his stand on 
major issues. His pre-election explanations are 
all the more important now that his 430,000-vote 
victory has made him the most influential Re- 
publican in the Senate. That is why the Post- 
Dispatch is publishing a series of. his statements 
this week. 

In the first of these columns, the Senator 
stressed his devotion to farm price supports and, 
at the same time, attacked the Brannan plan. 
This was not quite fair. Mr. Taft said that Secre- 
tary Brannan “promises the farmer high prices 
and the consumer low prices.” And he went 
on to call the plan a “fraud” because “it says 
nothing about the taxes required to pay the 
difference.” Mr. Brannan did say that, if farm 
prices fell below a fixed level, the difference 
between this and the market price would be 
paid to the farmer. He did not estimate exactly 
how much this would cost the taxpayer, bit he 
said he was sure that it would be less than the 
cost of the present farm program. 

In Congress and in his campaign, Mr. Taft 
supported the current program. So, in fairness, 
he might have pointed out that it has been any- 
thing but inexpensive. Eggs, which will be 
taken off the price support program on Jan. 1, 
offer an immediate example. The Government 
faces a loss of $85,000,000 on the surplus eggs 
now on hand in addition to an earlier loss of 
$60,000,000. This is the taxpayers’ loss. 

. And it is not their only loss. The Secretary of 
Agriculture was compelled to go into the market 
and bid up the price of eggs against the con- 
sumers. This is the essence of the present farm 
price support policy. Taxpayers’ money is used 
to make sure that taxpayers will pay more for 
foodstuffs and textiles than they would pay if 
these commodities were allowed to find their 
natural price level as under the Brannan Plan. 

In other words, they pay twice: once through 
the storekeeper and once through the Tax- 
collector. What's worse, the first payment is a 
hidden one, the cost of which is beyond calcu- 
lation. Whatever its weaknesses, the Brannan 
plan at least would honestly bring the full 
cost of farm subsidies out into the open. 
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Why There Are More Deer 


One measure of the success of game policies 
in Missouri under the non-political Conserva- 
tion Commission is the fact that the deer shoot- 
ing season has now been extended to six days. 
This is a day longer than last year and indicates 
that the deer population eligible for sportsmen 
is the largest in years. Another measure is the 
steady increase in the deer herd since conserva- 
tion was taken out of politics. From 2500 deer 
in 1934, the herd has risen to 30,000. 

Before the advent of the Conservation. Com- 
mission in 1937, the deer hunting was not only 
unregulated but almost without need of regula- 
tion since there were so few deer left in ,the 
state. By 1944 the kill rose to 800. In 1948 
the legal kill was 1432, with nearly 100 more 
added in as legal farmer kill. Now Ste, Gene- 
vieve and Taney counties alone probably provide 
as many deer for hunters as the whole state 
yielded before scientific game management was 
made a public policy of Missouri. 

Yet if the next session of the Legislature fol- 
lows form, the meat hounds will again demand 
either repeal of non-political conservation or 
sabotage of it from within. Missouri's deer 
hunters alone should be enough to turn back any 
such attack should it be launched.

World War III, as a practical matter, is 
going on now and the United States is in 
it. Officials talk openly of the nation’s be- 
ing involved in war now, not facing war 
in the future. The “little wars,” as they 
see it, add up to a big war—World War III. 


United States and Russia, they say, have 
been enemies in World War III for years. 
Directly or indirectly, the United States 
and Russia have been involved on opposite 
sides of wars in Greece, Indochipa, Ma- 
laya, China, the Philippines and Korea. 


Casualties, since the end of World War 
II, have reached the staggering total of 
3,600,000 or more. Most of these resulted

Convening the Commonwealth 

The strength of the historical, psychological 
and emotional bonds of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations is one of the realities of inter- 
national affairs which bewilder outsiders. As a 
result,.those ties are likely to be forgotten. 

Yet they are powerful, as is demonstrated by 
the mere fact that the prime ministers of 
Britain, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, India, 
Pakistan, Ceylon, Southern Rhodesia and a rep- 
resentative from South Africa are to meet in 
London next January. 

This is likely to be one of the most important 
international conferences of recent years, just 
because of the Commonwealth’s bonds. There 
will be many vital problems for the ministers 
to discuss, among them the provision of troops 
for defense, provision of essential raw materials, 
and the changed economic conditions which 
have resulted from the sterling area’s recent 
monthly dollar surpluses. 

But none will be more important than the 
question of how much the Commonwealth’s

United 
States and its allies have 250,000 troops in 
Korea. They include 100,000 South Ko- 
reans and the cream of United States 
forces. Even in the United States there 
are no big pools of armed and trained 
manpower, ready to move.

“To all people at some time, 
and to many people much of the 
time, the world is an unpleasant 
and even horrible place, and life 
a trial and even a misery,” he 
said. 

In evolutionary science, he de- 
clared, “men can be united by 
the common urgency of freeing 
themselves, as far as_ possible, 
from the burdens of rituals and 
taboos so that they could devote 
themselves to the more essential 
task of fuller living.”

JEWISH GROUP OPPOSES ITS

It would be “dangerous, uncon-

* Without referring to specific 
entries accepted or rejected, Rick- 
ey, a University of Indiana art 
teacher, explained the criteria 
that had evolved as he judged tHe 
show. Basic disqualifying faults 
he listed boiled down to an at- 
tempt to trade on extraneous val- 
ues. In subject, this could mean 
painting roses so that the roses 
rather than the painting would 
appeal to the viewer. 

Other kinds of spuriousness 
that offended the juror, he said, 
were a too-heavy reliance on 
mere illustration of story, and the 
use of the formula of a given 
schoot in such a way as to screen 
off the artist’s own feelings, such 
as the impressionistic device of 
painting all shadows lavender.

They relate directly to the se- 
curity and the welfare of the na- 
tion.

1, Taxes. Quick 
action to raise 
tax levels would 
help to check 
the rising spiral 
of inflation. The 
Administrati o n 
wants an excess 
profits tax of 75 per cent of 
profits above those for a normal 
earning period. Strong opposition 
has come from business, with the 
Republicans pressing a substitute 
which would raise the regular cor- 
poration tax. 

2. Statehood for Hawaii and 
Alaska.

Defense officials have re- 
peatedly said that statehood is es- 
sential in Hawaii and Alaska are 
to be provided with adequate de- 
fense. 

3. Aid to Yugoslavia. Drouth, 
over-emphasis on industrialization 
and other factors have produced 
a crisis that could give Russia 
an opportunity to strike down 
Marshall Tito’s anti-cominform 
regime. 


Ignored in Gray Report. 


This regime is the chief object 
lesson to the world that Commu- 
nism does not necessarily mean 
subservience to Russian imperial- 
ism. It is an example that has 
shaken the allegiance of Commu- 
nists everywhere. In America’s 
own practical self-interest, this 
example should be helped to sur- 
vive with minimum assistance to 
feed the hungry. 

.4. Aid to Southeast Asia. Al- 
mgst ignored in the Gordon Gray 
réport were recommendations for 
a program of new investment and 
technical assistance to underde- 
veloped countries. The need is 
conspicuous in Southeast Asia, 
where the appeal of Communism 
against the background of ancient 
poverty is a pressing danger. 

Obviously, the brief session 
could not be expected to approve 
appropriations for this purpose. 
But the first steps should be taken 
as a sign of American interest in 
the more or less neglected part 
of the world.

But the very listing of these 
measures must seem a kind of 
exercise in futility. The cynics 
are saying, and they are probably 
right, that this three-week ses- 
sion will be nothing more than 
a side show to whet the appetite 
for the big circus that begins in 
January when the Eighty-second 
Congress convenes.

Boston Might Give Up 


Chuck Dressen Succeeds Shotton as Manager of the Dodg 
Is He the Man? wat 


Burt Asked 


To Remain 


Chuck Dressen, veteran baseball 
manager and coach, was named 
manager of the Brooklyn Dodgers 
today. 
Dressen, who has managed Oak- 
land of the Pacific Coast League 
for the past two seasons, succeeds 
Burt Shotton. The genial Chuck 
served as Leo Durocher’s No. 1 
aid in Brooklyn for three years, 
and also coached the New York 
Yankees. and managed the Cincin- 
nati Reds during his big league 
career. 
His appointment was  an- 
nounced at a press conference by 
Walter O’Malley, the genial Irish- 
man who succeeded Branch 


Rickey as club president early 
this fall. O’Malley’s statement 
confirmed reports which had been 
circulating for several days. 
Dressen’s appointment as man- 
ager was for one year. 
“Shotton has been asked to re- 
main with the organization,” 
O'Malley said. “We would like 
Shotton to stay with us in some 
capacity. We hope he will meet 
us at St. Petersburg during the 
baseball meetings starting Sun- 
day, and perhaps we can persuade 
him to stay with us.” 

The new manager said he would 
retain coaches Jake Pitler and 
Clyde Sukeforth but Coach Milt 
Stock would not be kept. 

“Stock is a third base coach 
and I have a reputation of being 
a third base coach myself,” Dres- 
sen explained. “I will coach there 
and so there is no place for him.” 
Dressen, 52, coached the Dodg- 
ers for seven years under Duro- 
cher. He left in November 1946 
to accept a similar position under 
Bucky Harris of the New York 
Yankees. 

This move caused his suspen- 
sion for 30 days from baseball by 
Commissioner A. B. Chandler on 
April 9, 1947, the same day the 
commissioner banned Durocher 
for one year. The commissioner 
said he was convinced that Dres- 
sen had agreed to remain with 
the Dodgers for two more years 
although he hadn't signed a con- 
tract. 


Williams for Hurlers. 
BOSTON, Nov. 28 (AP) — With 
deposed Cleveland player-manager 
Lou Boudreau in their fold and 
millionaire owner Tom Yawkey’s 
checkbook wide open, the Boston 
Red Sox have high hopes of 
swinging another of their breath- 
taking baseball deals during next 
week’s major leagues meetings at 
St. Petersburg, Fla. 

The addition of Boudreau, ob- 
tained as a free agent, makes 
Shortstop Vern (Junior) Stephens 
expendable as trade-bait for much 
needed pitching strength. 

Both General Manager Joe 
Cronin and Steve O'Neill, his 
bench pilot, have expressed keen 
interest in such seasoned pitchers 
as the Philadelphia Athletics’ Lou 
Brissie and the St. Louis Browns’ 
Ned Garver. 

“Now that we have Boudreau, 
we can afford to give up a regular 
infielder to get pitchers,” O’Neill 
explained by telephone from his 
Cleveland home. “As soon as I 
get to St. Petersburg, I'll find out 
what pitchers are onthe market. 
Right now we have no deal on 
the fire.” 

Stephens’s five-figure_ salary, 
however, may be a stumbling 
block in negotiations ‘with the 
Athletics or Browns. And it may 
be necessary to approach such 
clubs as the Indians and Detroit 
Tigers, who also have pitchers the 
Red Sox envy. 

But dickerings with the Indians 
or Tigers could easily result in 
just about the most sensational 
deal in many years, the departure 
of slugger Ted Williams from the 
Red Sox. 

Despite his $125,000 salary, it is 
entirely possible, now that their 
Billy Goodman had annexed the 
American League batting title, 
that the Red Sox could be tempted 
to surrender their terrific. gate 
attraction. 

But they would demand, at the 
very least, a pair of topflight 
pitchers or such a crack battery 
as Cleveland’s righthanded Bob 
Lemon and Catcher Jim Hegan.

Moira Shearer of sae’ $ ver he Started Practice as Child i in Africa, Reached Her Goal

NEW YORK, Nov. 28. 
NLY a few years back in an 
out-of-the-way part of the 
world, the little city of Ndola 
in Northern Rhodesia, a gangling 
girl with flaming red -hair went 
every Saturday morning to her 
dancing class. ‘The daughter of 
a British civil servant, she spent 
long hours stretching her legs at 
the practice bar set up for the 
school’s few ballet students and 
dreaming of the day when her 
father would be recalled to Eng- 
land. Her heart was set on be- 
coming a great ballet dancer. 

Today at 23 the girl with the 
red hair is known as Moira 
Shearer, famous dancer of the 
Sadler’s Wells Ballet and star of 
the technicolor movie “The Red 
Shoes” which is still running on 
Broadway after more than two 
record-smashing years. 

“Reality is even better than my 
wildest childhood dreams,” says 
the ballerina who will be seen in 
St. Louis for the first time when 
the Sadler’s Wells company gives 
four performances at Kiel Audi- 
torium on Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday. “But even now I cannot 
relax. The more experience I 
gain, the more I see there is to be 
done, the more I must know 
about the art.” 

Quiet, almost shy, Moira Shear- 

er offstage dresses plainly, almost 
always wears simple black suits 
and tailored blouses. 
“Tf know I always look about 
two years behind the time,” she 
laughed to this reporter. “But l 
have never had the time to devel- 
op an interest in style.” 

To achieve the perfection that 
has placed her in the front ranks 
of today’s ballerinas, Moira 
Shearer has dedicated herself to 
the ballet. She says her life is 
completely regulated by rehears- 
gals, practice hours and perform- 
ances. 

“Even when you’ve had a 
month’s vacation, you must start 
back to work in the third week, 
putting in long hours of practice 
to get yourself in shape,” she 
says. “But if the ballet is what 
you want, you do not complain. 
You know from the start that it 
is a life of sacrifice.”

OIRA SHEARER knew as a

Today she says the years 
of work have been more than 
compensated for. She _alter- 
nates with Margot Fonteyn in the 
classic repertory of the Sadler’s 
Wells company, which on _ its 
present American tour will gross 
an estimated $2,100,000 in 175 
performances. 

Bern in Dunfermline, Scotland, 
Moira Shearer spent her child- 
hood in Africa where her father 
was an engineer in the British 
colonial service. After the tour 
of duty in Africa was over and 
the family returned to England, 
the little girl with the red hair 
and great ambition was accepted 
for training by Mme. Nicholas 
Legat, although this famous school

had a hard and fast rule about 
accepting beginners. 

At the beginning of the war she 
had progressed to the point where 
she was accepted as a student in 
the Sadler’s Wells Ballet School. 
In 1944 she danced the part of 
Odile in “Le Lac des Cygnes,” 
followed by roles in ‘“‘The Quest,” 
“Les Patineurs,” “A Wedding 
Bouquet” and “Facade.” Soon 
critics were raving about her 
great precision and balance and 
in 1947 she was cast in the star- 
ring role in “Red Shoes,” the 
story of a ballerina torn between 
love and the demands of her 
career. 

Not so long ago, when ballet 
was considered something only 
for special audiences, ballet com- 
panies danced to great rows of 
empty seats, but now the standing- 
room-only sign is invariably out 
wherever ballet is offered. And 
when the Sadler’s Wells troupe 
played at the Metropolitan Opera 
House,, you couldn’t even buy 
standing room. 

“Of course dhe people: in the 
orchestra were in their best bibs 
and tuckers,” Moira Shearer 
enthuses. “But the place was 
filled to the rafters with men in 
their shirt sleeves and women in 
just ordinary street clothes cheer- 
ing as though they were at a base- 
ball game.”

Exposed Plumbing. 
O a plumber or a steamfitter, 
T a pipe running down a wall or 
across a ceiling is a thing of 
beauty and a delight to the eyes. 
To the home owner it’s generally 
an Al eyesore, 

The simplest solution to this 
problem is to paint the pipe the 
same color as the walls or ceiling. 
When it matches the background 
it won’t be very noticeable. 

The trick in painting pipes so 
that the paint doesn’t peel right 
off is to first remove any loose 
paint or rust from the pipe. This 
can be accomplished with steel 
wool. 


Wipe the metal down with tur- 
pentine and then apply a metal 
primer. When this is dry, apply 
the flat paint or enamel. Heating 
pipes and hot water lines should 
be painted when they are warm— 
not too hot but not stone cold. 
This helps to prevent the paint 
peeling. 

The other solution to this ex- 
posed pipe condition is to inclose 
the pipe in a rectangular wood box 
and paint the box to match the 
background. This takes time, but 
you get pretty good results. 

Those big black drain pipes that 
often run up through the bath 
room or kitchen are sort of hard 
to hide. Painting helps, but be 
sure to apply a coat of aluminum 
primer first. 

This will keep the preservative 
that is applied to the outside of 
these pipes from bleeding through 
the finish coat of paint. 

Inclosing these big lines is 
much the best solution, and if you 
pour some loose insulation inside 
the box, you won't be troubled 
by any rumbling sounds when 
water flows down the pipe.
